T HE cloudy Weather here prevented us from fee¬ 
ing the Beginning of the Eclipfe, or of total 
Darknefsj but I obferved, pretty exa&ly, the firft 
Appearance of Light, after the total Darknefs, and 
the End of the Eclipfe j and their refpe&ive Times 
are as follows, viz,.

Some fmall Time before the renewal of true Light, 
there appeared a remarkable Brightnefs upon the Eaft- 
ern Limb of the Moon, which I am not certain how 
to account for , at firft I reafoned with my felf in 
this Manner} That all the Light which the Moon 
has, during her total Immerfion in the Shadow, is by 
Rays from the Sun, refra&ed through the Earth’s 
Atmofphere, and confequently thole Rays muft be in 
greater Plenty, near the Edge of the Shadow, than 
near the Axis. But this does not fully anfwer the 
Phenomenon, becaufe the Light I fpeak of, was not 
only upon the Moon itfelf, (on whofe Eaftern Limb 
there was a manifeft increafe of Light, as (he ap¬ 
proached the Edge of the Shadow) but it was alfo 
diffused about the Edge of the Moon, to a fenlible 
2 Diftance, 
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Diftance, which I would certainly have meafured, if I 
had had proper inilruments* And if others, who are 
more skilled in ihele Affairs, have made the like Gb- 
fervation, i (hail no longer doubt of the Moon’s ha¬ 
ving an Atmofphere.
